MIDENCE VNOOVERED BY V. S 
AGENTS OF CONSPIRACY TO

Washington, May 
2 1 .— Evidence 
of plotting between German and Irish 
agents in this country for an upris­ 
ing in Ireland were uncovered by 
United States agents and 
Is partly 
responsible for recent arrests of Irish 
leaders by the British government. 
The evidence is understood to show 
definitely that Sinn Finn sympathiz­ 
ers here have been in 
touch 
with 
German agents who agreed to furnish 
money to finance the Irish rebellion 
and possibly to send arms and am­ 
munition to Ireland by submarines 
and blockade runners. 
There 
was 
even a discussion of the chances of 
sending German soldiers to take part 
in the warfare on Irish soil.

Washington, May 21.— Estimates, 
made today by Provost Marshal Gen­ 
eral Crowder, indicate that probably 
three-quarters of a million men will 
be obtained for the army by registra­ 
tion on June 5, of all youths who 
have attained twenty one years since 
last June 5. 
Fully a million youths, 
according to Crowder’s estimate, will 
be registered. 
At least one-fourth, 
he thinks, will be exempted on vari­ 
ous grounds. 
General Crowder plans to have lo­ 
cal boards keep open for registration 
purposes between 7 a. rn. and 9 p. rn. 
on June 5. Between those hours all 
men born between June 5, 1896. and 
June 6 , 1897, must register. These 
men are subject to the provisions of 
the selective service law under which 
the first registration was held.

DRASTIC LAW NEEDED 
AGAINST AUTO THIEVES. 
O x the Associated Press) 
Wichita, Kans., May 21.— Despite 
the fact that automobile thieves have 
broken all records in their activity 
here during the last four months, 
they are meeting anything but en­ 
couragement, judging from the rec­ 
ords of the police department. 
Of 
the 133 cars stolen in the last four 
months, ninety-one have been recov­ 
ered. 
Of this number twelve were 
out of town cart. 
According to the police records, 
the total value of the stolen cars was 
$76,000 and of those recovered $53,- 
900, leaving a “net profit’' to the 
thieves 
of 
$22,100. 
Automobile 
thievery has become such an exten­ 
sive enterprise that the local police 
department keep sa sort of clearing 
house record of stolen cars from all 
surrounding cities as far as Kansas 
City and Oklahoma City. 
Not a day 
passes but that the clerk who has 
charge of this record, books reports 
of foreign thefts and the local po­ 
lice are advised to look 
out 
for 
them. 
“Automobile thievery has reach­ 
ed such a proportion that some dras­ 
tic state law should be passed to 
help stop it,’* declared Chief of Po­ 
lice Zickefoose. 
“I would be in fa­ 
vor of a purchaser requiring the sell­ 
er, a deed similar to that given for 
real estate. 
This would contain a 
complete history of the car and at 
least would put brakes on the traf­ 
fic in stolen cars."

it won’t be for a year or more yet.

war bread” has been vindi­ 
cated and endorsed by a com mittee 
of scientists after a series of tests 
conducted in 
the 
laboratories 
of 
Cambridge, Glasgow' and London uni­ 
versities and in a num ber of factor­ 
ies and hospitals. 
The com mittee finds 
th at 
bread 
composed of whole wheat flour mix­ 
ed with 2 0 percent of other cereals 
is not only suited to all ages and di­ 
gestions, but also “gives a higher per 
centage of energy.” 
The loaves used in the experiments 
were baked from flour milled under 
the personal supervision of 
A. 
E. 
Humphries, President of the Nation­ 
al Association of British and Irish 
millers. 
No precaution was omitted 
to make the experim ents complete, 
and every result was worked out in 
a series of tables. 
At one factory in Yorkshire, the 
tests were applied to a group of 2 0 
men, nine women and two children. 
It was their sole bread supply for a 
period of two months and they were 
under medical supervision through­ 
out. In no case did it cause diges­ 
tion trouble and in certain cases 
health seemed to improve during its 
use. 
When the mixed bread was tried 
on twenty-five 
patients 
suffering 
from tuberculosis it was found that 
the bread was preferred by the ma 
jority of the patients, all of whom 
had more or less im paired digestion. 
Most of the patients gained weight 
during the period they were under 
observation. 
The report of the com m ittee says: 
‘‘The main fact established is that 
the human body can m ake better use 
of the parts of Hie w heat grain 
which have hiterto been discarded 
than the pigs and poultry to which 
these rich and nutrient by-products 
of milling have been given in the 
past. The country has gained enor­ 
mously in food and energy from the 
compulsory inclusion in the loaf of 
thee by-products. The gain can be 
expressed in definite term s a san in­ 
crease of 1,700 billion calories of en­ 
ergy on the w'heat milled each year 
in this country, or enough to extend 
the cereal supply of energy for more 
than a m onth.”

These arm ies 
comprise in the neighborhood of for­ 
ty divisions, besides several divis­ 
ions of reserves; while on the Piave 
front the A ustrian commander, Boro- 
evich, has about fifteen divisions and 
some reserves. The divisions on the 
north recently have been strengthen­ 
ed by fresh troops brought from Aus­ 
tria s sections of the Russian and 
Rum anian fronts which no longer 
need her attention. 
This enemy concentration has been 
going on steadily for months and the 
Italian and allied forces have also 
made powerful preparations for the 
coming campaign. 
The main cause for this shifting of 
attention from the Piave 
to 
the 
m ountain line is of a strategic char­ 
acter. 
The Italian front has two 
main branches, one running north­ 
ward from the Adriatic at a point 
twelve mile seast of Venice; and the 
other turning westward across the 
mountain regions and running irreg­ 
ularly up to the Swiss frontier. When 
the enemy made his rush last fall the 
first pressure was 
felt 
along 
the 
Piave as the enemy swept in from 
the east. 
But later, when the Ital- 
ians threw the enemy into the river 
at Fagare and Zenson .and estab­ 
lished a solid defense of the river 
line, the enemy turned his attention 
to the north and began pressing down 
from the mountains. 
Most of the 
enemy 
forces 
first 
brought to the Piave line w*ere grad­ 
ually withdrawn to 
the 
m ountain 
line. 
Von Below’s German divisions 
were among those shifted from the 
Piave to the mountains, before Von 
Below w'ent to the French front. The 
British re-enforcements, which first 
took positions on the upper Piave at 
Montello, soon observed that the en­ 
emy artillery had slackened off to 
alm ost nothing, and that the enemy 
positions on the east bank were ap­ 
parently deserted. The British made 
many raids across the river but met 
little opposition, and there was some 
prospect this would perm it an ad­ 
vance by the I ta lic s and their al­ 
lies eastw ard into the region invad­ 
ed by the enemy but* held by them 
writh reduced forces. 
It was evident, however, th at the 
enem y’s inactivity on the Piave was 
part of a strategic plan, by which his 
massing of forces on the north would 
not only perm it him to make ap of­ 
fensive in the m ountain regions, but 
would also give him a position on the 
Italian left flank in case of an Ital­ 
ian advance across the Piave into the 
invaded region. He was willing there­ 
fore to leave the Piave with compar­ 
atively light forces, and concentrate 
most of his strength in the moun­ 
tains.

St. Louis, Mo., May 2 1 .— It is a 
story of ruin and chaos th a t Charles 
l>. Todebush brings back with him 
J™ Russia. 
His, also is one of 
the first direct stories told in this 
country of the forced departure from 
Petrograd of 
Ambassador 
Francis 
and his entourage wrhen the Germans 
approached that city. Mr. Todebush 
form erly a broker in St. Louis, was 
the chief accountanant of the Amer­ 
ican embassy and he has just return­ 
ed to the United States to present a 
formal report of conditions to the 
state departm ent at W ashington 
To the friends of Mr. Francis in 
St. Louis, Mr. Todebush told of the 
severe conditions to which the am­ 
bassador has been subjected during 
the past year. The American embas­ 
sy now is housed at Vologda .about 
< 5 miles east of Petrograd. The quar­ 
ters of the Vologda Social Club have 
been assigned free of charge to the 
Americans but they contain only a 
few attributes of a club, he says. 
“Mr. Francis uses one of the sleep­ 
ing rooms as his bedroom and the re­ 
ception room as his office.” said Mr. \ 
Todebush. “The card room has been 
turned into the general embassy of­ 
fice. But when the am bassador or 
any of his aids wishes to bathe he 
m ust go several doors 
down 
the 
street to a Russian bath house. Mr. 
Francis for the past eight months 
has worked on an average of eigh­ 
teen hours a day yet he is enjoying 
splendid health and has not aged in 
|h e least. 
“Published reports of 
Mr. 
F ran­ 
cis draw ing a revolver on a mob at 
the embassy in Petrograd are non­ 
sense. 
No member of the embassy 
ever had occasion to draw a weapon. 
The great mass of the Russians re­ 
gard America as their best friend.” 
According to Mr. Todebush there 
were in Petrograd last February, just 
before the embassy departed, more 
than 125,000 released German and 
A ustrian prisoners idling about the 
cafes and places of am usem ent. Some 
were in uniform . W hile he would not 
advance the opinion officially he said 
the belief prevailed in 
Russia that 
neither Germany nor A ustria wanted 
these released prisoners back in their 
own land because they were so im­ 
pregnated w ith Bolahviki propa­ 
ganda th a t they 
were 
considered 
dangerous. 
Speaking of the u tter demoraliaz- 
tion of the country, Mr. Todebush 
says th a t the nobility and aristocra­ 
cy of Russia have practically disap­ 
peared. 
Their fine horses and equip­ 
ages have been commandeered by the 
governmnt and most of the families 
have gone to the Crimea. 
Good conditions are armost hope­ 
less, he says, because of paralyzed 
transportation facilities. 
The Rus­ 
sian rouble has depreciated in value 
and a pair of shoes now sells for $40, 
a suit of clothes for $150 and he 
was offered $65 for a single barrel 
of flour which he had brought from 
the United States for embassy use. 
A $10,000 stock of groceries also 
shipped from America was husband­ 
ed for two m onths at the embassy 
and was sparingly 
dealt 
out 
to 
Americans in and near Vologda. 
Mr. Todebush was in Petrograd 
during the reign of terror th a t swept 
over the city with the overthrow of 
times the rabble fired rifles in the 
street, he said, m erely to keep their 
binds warm an the gun barrel. 
At 
one tim e he was attending a per­ 
formance of the Im perial Ballet when 
the sou d of firing was heard. 
He 
ventured into the street and was told 
* warship Aurora wa? sheMin^ the 
V inter Palace. 
As he stood talking 
a man a few feet away was killed by 
a shell.

A VILLAGE THAT PRAYS 
FOR THE PRESIDENT 
There’s a little town about sixty 
miles south of Birmingham, on the 
Louivisville & Nashville, called Ver­ 
bena. 
The town is well named. 
It is redolent of the old-fashioned 
Southern flower. It is peopled by sim­ 
ple farm er folk. 
Some 
substantial 
citizens of Montgomery keep summer 
homes there. 
There are few sounds about the 
place. An occasional mule team rat­ 
tles down a red-clay road drawing an 
empty wagon to the general stores or 
bumps pleasantly back toward the 
Chilton County hills. Occasionally a 
gentle wind causes the leaves of the 
oak trees that shade the town to sigh 
one of those sighs of content that 
men breathe after a good meal or a 
sermon or a well-rendered piece of 
music. 
It’s as peaceful a place as can be 
found in Alabama or any other place. 
It might well have been modeled aft­ 
er Goldsmith's “Sweet Auburn.” 
But there’s a new 
sound 
there 
nowr. 
It is the Angelus of strife. 
It calls the people of Verbena not 
only to worship, but to deeds. 
Every afternoon at 6 o’clock the 
bell of the Verbent church rings. It 
continues to ring for two minutes 
and while Us brazen song is lifter 
the people of Verbent 
stand 
and 
pray. 
With heads uncovered and bowed, 
each man, each woman, each child, 
each saint and each sinner repeats 
these words: 
“God bless our President, our sol­ 
diers and the Nation, and guide them 
on to victory.” 
When the sound begins the observ- 
once of its call is universal. Men halt 
in the street; Wagons are pulled up 
on the road; women rise from their 
knitting or pause in their cookery— 
for they have early suppers in Ver 
bena—the plowman halts his work, 
and each repeats the prayer. 
Verbena calls it “The Prayer of the 
Bell,” and it is said th at men who 
have never been known to pray be­ 
fore answer its call dutifully.— From 
an undentified Birmingham 
(Ala.)

21.— “Every 
schoolhouse a community capitol and 
every community a democracy.” 
With this as his motto, Dr. Henry 
E. Jackson, of the Bureau of Educa­ 
tion, of the Department of the In­ 
terior, has prepared a special war­ 
time bulletin on “The Community 
Center: W hat it is, and how to Or­ 
ganize it.” The bulletin was prepar­ 
ed for use in connection 
with 
the 
joint campaign conducted 
by 
the 
Council of National Defense and the 
Bureau of Education, to organize lo­ 
cal communities for 
National 
Ser­ 
vice. It will be distributed free. 
In his bulletin Dr. Jackson says: 
“Our three most urgent national 
needs are to mobilize 
intelligence, 
food, and money. But it is not pos­ 
sible to mobilize them until we first 
mobilize the people. 
The Nation's 
present need has made apparent the 
necessity of organizing local 
com­ 
munities. The Council 
of National 
Defense discovered it through its ex­ 
perience in the war. The Bureau of 
Education had begun the task before 
we entered the war. These two orga­ 
nizations have now 
united 
their 
forces for the 
accomplishment 
of 
their common purpose to promote 
community organization throughout 
the Nation. 
The slogan of the one 
is. Every school district a community 
council for national service. 
The 
slogan of the other is: Every school 
house a community capitol and every 
community a little democracy. Pres­ 
ident Wilson has clearly indicated 
the profound significance of this 
movement in the letter he wrote to 
commend it. 
The creation of a democratic and 
intelligent social order is essentially 
the same task, whether our approach 
to it be local, national, or interna­ 
tional. To establish free trade in 
friendship in all three communities 
is the goal of the community center 
movement. 
“The post office, corner store, and 
saloon are passing as social centers, 
but they must be 
replaced 
with 
something better if they are not to 
be Replaced writh something worse. 
For only he can destroy who can re­ 
place. 
The public school therefore 
stands before an open door of op­ 
portunity to become a neighborhood 
club, where the people can meet on 
terms which preserve their self-re­ 
spect. 
“The school house used as a neigh­ 
borhood club renders an invaluable 
public service. It seeks to create t* <? 
neighborly spirit essential for ' /fl­ 
eeced action. The means employed 
are various— games, 
folk 
dances, 
dramas, chorus singing—which re- 
qquire the subordination of self to co 
operative 
effort, 
dinner 
parties, 
where the people break bread in cel­ 
ebration of their communion with 
each other as neighbors. 
These ac­ 
tivities not only render a service to 
the individual by promoting his hap­ 
piness and decreasing his loneliness, 
they discover in the community un­ 
suspected abilities and unusued re­ 
sources. To set them to work not onlv 
develops the individual but enriches 
the community life. 
“It thus becomes apparent that 
the neighborhood club furnishes the 
key to the possible solution of a va­ 
riety of problems—the Americaniza­ 
tion problem, for example. 
The ob­ 
ject of the community-center move­ 
ment is to achieve freemen’s citizen­ 
ship, both for native and foreign- 
born alike. 
But citizenship means 
membership. It is obvious that the 
teaching of English to aliens is not 
sufficient to make them members of 
America. To acquire the language as 
a means of communication with their 
fellows is, of course, a necessary pre­ 
liminary. But it is only a means to 
an end. If they are ever to feel that 
they belong with us, the right hand 
of fellowship must be extended to 
them. The neighborhood spirit alone 
can create in them the spirit of Am­ 
erica.” 


Odd jobs about the cantonment as 
sume a variety and 
a 
multiplicity 
that would astound almost any man 
uninitiated in the complex demands 
which can come up in a huge army 
camp. Somebody has to take care of 
the door keys to the hundreds of 
buildings, see that they are collected! 
w’hen the building is temporarily out 
of use owing to the 
fluctuation 
of 
men in and out of camp, see that 
they are replaced when lost, repair 
locks and so on. Somebody has to re­ 
pair the tarviated roads when traffic 
gets the better of them 
in 
spots. 
Somebody has to patch up the plumb­ 
ing that the winter cold snaps pop 
open, and enamel the stoves and 
stovepipes to keep them from rusting 
through the summer. Somebody has 
to paint the signs that indicate the 
various offices, streets, traffic rules 
and the like. These are only a few of 
the odd jobs that are every day mat­ 
ters, practically .for the Division Util 
ities office. It has 
shops 
for 
sign 
painting, stove and 
boiler 
repair, 
blacksmithing, carpentry, 
plumbing 
and electrical fitting and repair. 
Just now the carpenter 
shop 
is 
completing twenty-five ice boxes to 
be used at Camp Bullis, the target 
range camp about twenty-three mile 
from San Antonio. 
Over at the vet­ 
erinary hospital a concrete soaking 
vat ten by twelve feet and one foot 
deep was constructed for the treat­ 
ment of the hoofs of draft and saddle 
animals. 
The Camp 
Travis 
steam 
laundry ,which is the largest laun­ 
dry in the world, needed one hun­ 
dred trucks for the carriage of laun­ 
dry within the great building which 
houses the plant, and 
the 
utilities 
branch is to construct them. W ith as 
many as two hundred baseball games 
going on at one time— as is not un­ 
commonly the case on holiday after­ 
noons—window lights may be ex­ 
pected to suffer, and the utilities peo 
pie used to come and replace the 
panes, but one month there were no 
less than one thousand panes of glass 
to be put in, and it looked so like 
monopolizing the force for this one 
service that the office now merely is­ 
sues the glass and the soldiers put 
them in themselves. 
The officers in charge of the Util­ 
ities branch are Major F. H. Todd of 
El Paso and Lieutenants J. W. Wyse, 
Wheelock, Texas; F. 
E. 
Laramie, 
Temple; E. S. Armstrong, San An­ 
tonio; and J. S. Deneika, Laredo. The 
personnel of the shops 
and 
office 
force under these officers is made up 
of enlisted men of the Quartermastei 
Corps.

There 
seemed to be no excitement due to 
the presence of allied warships in the 
harbor. All nationals 
mixed 
quite 
freely and there seemed to be no 
more antagonistic feeling toward the 
Japanese than toward others.

ti ERMAN Y TRIES TO BOLSTER 
DECLINING VALUE OE MARK 
Washington. April 5.—A new ef­ 
fort by the German government to 
bolster the falling value of the mark 
by concentration 
of more 
of 
the 
country’s financial business in the 
hands of the government was report­ 
ed today in official dispatches. The 
imperial postoffice authorities pro­ 
pose to require all firms in the trade 
register to open postal checking ac­ 
counts. Only 100.000 of the 350.000 
firms in the register now have such 
accounts. 
This would concentrate huge sums 
in the hands of the government and 
make the currency more elastic. The 
circulation of pap<*r money would be 
reduced antfe the percentage of gold 
cover 
correspondingly 
increased, 
which would improve the German 
rate of exchange. 
The German postal check system 
was established 
March 
26. 
1914, 
shortly before the war began. 


Wounds Bandaged with Wire Splints. 
A new kind of surgical splint in 
which galvanized wire netting takes 
the place of wood has been put on 
the market, says the Popular Science 
Monthly. The steel entering into the 
construction of this woven wire splint 
is co temnered that it can be mould­ 


ed by hand. 
Being galvanized, the 
wire is sterilized, and at the same 
time welded into a single piece that 
can not fray out at loose ends. 
As it is porous, it allows a certain 
amount of evaporation and air circu­ 
lation to the dressings 
beneath, 
which wood or plaster does not. The 
splint comes rolled like a bandage 
and is lighter and less bulky than 
wooden splints.
